The application still fails to meet the requirements of PCT 
Article 33(1) because the subject matter of claims 1 to 9 
is not novel (PCT Article 33(2)). Document D3 discloses

example, figure 4; figure 3, "sealing layer 30") . The

entire OLED is constructed using a reel-to-reel process 
(see figure 4 and page 12 ff . of the description, 
especially page 14, line 13 ff.). Consequently there is 
also a lack of novelty in claim 9, which is directed to the 
electronic component, because the only characterising 
features of this claim are the steps of the production 
process. In this regard it is also noted that the 
formulation of claim 9 as a "product-by-process" claim is 
inadmissible in this instance (PCT Article 6) . Dependent 
claims 2 to 8 do not appear to contain any features that 
meet the PCT requirements in respect of novelty or 
inventive step when combined with the features of any of 
the back-referenced claims (see documents Dl to D4 and the 
passages cited in the search report) . With regard to the 
subject matter of claim 5 it is noted that the structuring 
of the functional layer also includes cutting the strip 
into separate components. This is at least implicitly 
disclosed in document D3 ("cut lines 32") .
